It is 
stated that this action was taken at 
the instance of Postmaster-General 
James, who, it iq said, made Tyner’s 
withdrawal a condition ia bis remain- 
ing in the Cabinet, hence it is thought 
he may be retained. The nomination 
of Commissioner Dudley, who was 
appointed by President Garfield to 
succeed Bentley has not been 
confirmed by the Senate, although 
sent in early last week. It appears it 
is not likely to get his confirmation 
without a struggle. Ex-Senator Mo- 
Donald, of Indiana, is in Washington 
endeavoring te prevent Dudley’s con- 
firmation. There are no charges 
‘against Dadley's personal integrity, 
but McDonald claims that as the U. 8. 
Marshal of Indiana he prostitutes his 
office to political purposes; that he ex- 
ceeded the legal authority of his office 
in the appointment of an Election 
Marshal; and that these deputies were 
nothing but political workers, ] and 
were appointed for that purpose. His 
friends claim that he will be confirmed 
despite the opposition. They count 
several Democratic votes for him, but 
if the fight is pushed the matter of 
confirmation will become a party 
question. Justice Field has written 
to friends in Washington that as the 
Supreme Court now has a quorum 
without him! he will not return from 
Europe until December. 


More About the Star Route Ring. 
Wasutneton, October 17. 

Attorney General Meveah was 
shown Tyner’s report and he prompt- 
ly seconded Mr. Jsmes to procure Mr. 
Allen Tyner's removal. Postoffice De- 
partment authorities wikintain that 
all Tyner’s sympathisers were and 
are with Brady and others of the so- 
called Star Route ring, but admit that 
nothing has ever been discovered to 
implicate Tyner, legally, so far as its 
benefits or profits were concerned. 
They intimate that Tyner wrote the 
report and held it over their heads, 
and thus compelled them to do what- 
ever he wanted. This report was 
sbown President Arthur and he re- 
quested Tyner's immediate removal, 
as it put him before the Presi- 
dent in the light of having dis- 
covered evils in every department 
over which he presided, and of having 
remained silent so far as the public 
knew about these evils. Tyner's re- 
port is very comprehensive, and points 
out extravagance and favoritism in 
many Star Routes that have now be- 


come prominent in the accusation

Brady. President Arthur at once 
called for the resignation of 
of Tyner. This action of the Presi- 
dent in response to the request of 
James makes it certain that he will 
remain at the head of the Post Office 
Department until the conclusion of 
the Star Route prosecution, that he 
will only remain until then is pretty 
evident from the fact of bis accept- 
ance of the Presidency of the Lincoln 
bank of New York.

The bullet taken from Scoviile’s body 
was tried in this pistol: | 

8. T. Swift worn Am Sheriff of 
Ormsby county for six terms; know 
Coffin: have had experience with fire- 
arms. The pistol Coffin used to have 
was cut off, black handled; Have seen 
it frequently; compared it once with 
one I had. The barrels would roll or 
turn when the pistol was half-cocked. 
[The pistol said to be Coffin’s was 
shown the witness}. I should say 
this was the one; It was this pistol or 
one like it. (The witness illustrated 
what he meant by the cylinder rolling) 
Can most swear positively this is the 
sam® pistol. 

In answer to Deal— Never took this 
pistol away from Coffin; never took 
any other away from him. Have seen 
him load it; used common cartridges; 
loaded it without cutting the car- 
tridges. This is either the one I saw 
him have or one like it; never noticed 
the number; saw his pistol five or six 
months ago;His was not a self-cocker. 

C. W. Jobes testified—Coffin hand- 
ed me this pistol after the affray at 
the N. & O. R. R. office. It was 
loaded; gave him the pistol to carry 
to Court because four were unhandy 
to carry; I should judge then that the 
pistol had not been recently discharg- 
ed; dirt accumulates in the pocket 
which firing would throw off. The 
pistol had this accumulation when I 
got it. No sweat or powder smoke. 
This would be an evidence of dis- 
charge. To the best of my knowl- 
edge or judgment the pistol has aot 
been discharged for at least four or 
five weeks, (Cartridges taken out of 
pistol). I think it is a thirty-two cal- 
ibre; had one ball taken out and 
weighed. (Witness produces the ball). 
The ball has one crease around the 
butt; weighs one hundred and forty- 
tour grains. (Dr. Lewis produces the 
Scoville bullet) Witness continues: 
The Scoville bullet is the largest, and 
has a square butt. I should not 
think possible that the Scoville bullet 
came eut of the Coffin pistol; to my 
best judgment the Scoville bullet 
could not go through the barrel of the 
Coffin pistol; there are two different 
shaped balls in this pistel, (Coffin’s). 
There ate two balls which have been 
whittled tomake them fall into the 
cylinder. (Witness then compared 
balls in exhibit H with the whittled 
balls in Coffin’s pistol). They look 
like the same ball, and I should take 
them to be the same. But of 
course can’t tell. Should judge they 
would weigh the same. I discovered 
that there were two kinds of balls in 
Coffin’s pistol the same day I got it. 


He never examined it and I did not 


toll him or anybody. I did tell Kin- 
kead on Friday last. Am positive it 
was after Wednesday (day Coffin tes- 
tified.) Coffin has had no opportu- 
nity to examine it or take it away. 

In answer to Dickson (witness given 
Scoville’s pistol)—This was given to 
me by Coffin; he said he picked it up 
on the floor. There is ono cartridge 
here which had been struck by the 
point of thehammer. There was an- 
other taken out (to be weighed) 
which had also been struck. 


In answer to Deal (witness showed 


dent and I thought the pistol 
snapped. 


[Witness takes the ball extracted 
from the body of Scoville and tries it 


well enough to have been fired from 
it. The barrel is always a little 
smaller than the cylinder. There are 
six rifles or greoves in the McMechan 
pistol barrel. (Witness examining.) 
There are sx, grooves in the Scoville 
bullet. The creases in the MeMechan 
pistol are not as wide as the raises on 
the ball, and the raises on the ball are 
not as large as the creases iii thé pis: 
tol. 

Deal suggests that a fair comparison 
be made between the new car- 
tridges of the McMechan pistol and 
the one which was taken from the 
body of Scoville. Also, that Consta- 
ble Jones be allowed to fire a cartridge 
from the McMechan pistol for a sub- 
sequent comparison with the ball 
taken from Scoville's body. The court 
thereupon took & recess abd C. W. 
Jones took the McMechan pistol and 
repaired to Flint's butcher shop where 
a quarter of beef was obtained for the 
experiment. The firat shot passed en- 
tirely through the meat and struck 
the wall, battering the bullet beyond 
recognition. Before the second shot 
was fired a sack of flour was placed 
behiad the meat and this caught the 
ball. The court reopened upon the 
completion of this experiment, wit- 
ness Jones on the stand, It was sug- 
gested that two witnesses, Messrs. 
Leary and Murphy, be recalled and 
the Court dnd attorneys visit with 
them the ditch upon which they testi- 
fied to working. 

Witness Jones continuing—Have 
compared the result of my second ex- 
periment with the ball taken from 
Scuville’a body. They are very 
nearly alike, | 

Mr. Dickson objected to any testi- 
mony tending to inculpate or excul- 
pate any one of the defendants except 
those under examisation unless al 
the testimony be considered as ap- 
plicable to each and all of the defend- 
ants, and then the attorneys be al- 
lowed to argue as to the effects of 
the testimony when the case is 
closed. 

The objection was argued at some 
length by Webster, Deal, Dickson, 
Clarke, Kittrell and Lindsay.

The surest way to start a grove is 0 
set out trees two or three yéars old. In 
this way Mr. Benson has staffed ma- 
ple, box elder, bassw horse chest- 
nut, Lombardy rol Sn and 
South Carolina pop! ifornia and 
Eastern walnuts, American, cork and 
slippery elm and weepivg willows. 
His Monterey pines, nut pines, Sierra 
Nevada pines and other evergreens, 
have all died. Tlid ttee that grows 
best on the Humboldt, next to the na- 
tive cottonwood.is the poplar. It is 
hardy, stands frost well and grows 
fast, but is not as valuable as the lo- 
cust or walnut, It can be raised from 
slips, cut off and stuck into the banks 
of the ditches, witifbut any prepara- 
tion. They grow three or four feet the 
first year, and the second ate trans- 
planted te any place they are wanted. 
The locust stands the climate very 
well, and promises to be of great valtie 
in the rainless regions, It grows in 
seven or eight years to 4 size that will 
split up into four fence posts each. A 
limb sprang out of a tree this spring, 
and is now seven feet and eight inches 
long. Out of 500 walcut trees planted 
last spring, only three have died. Mr. 
Benson is very anxious to see how they 
stand the winter. If they do well 
they will bea very valuable addition 
to the products of the plains. An or- 
chard of 100 fruit trees, including ap- 
ple, pear, plum and cherry trees, is 
deing as well as fruit trees do any- 
where. IIe is trying to see what vari- 
eties of trees do the best, and then he 
will plant from 5,000 to 10,000 a year 
of that kind. He irrigates thoroughly 
and thinks trees cannot have too much 
water, unless it is late in the season, 
when, if the water is turned off, the 
wood hardens and the tree stands the 
winter better. Alkali is death to trees. 
No species has been found that will 
live in it. They grow well in summer 
but die ia winter. Mr. Benson téinks 


he has the best fish pond in the State. 
It is half a mile in circumference and 
from four to eight feet deep, witha 
stream of water that carries 1,000 
inches running through it. It is 
scraped out, and a bank thrown up 
around it, on which u carriage road 
forty feet wide is laid out, and a row 
of trees on each side. It would make 
a fine race track. There is an island 
in the center of the pond that contains 
an acre of ground and bears 116 trees. 
The pond is for carp alone. It has a 
lot of trout and suckers in it now, but 
they will be turned into the ditch 
from the river,which is feet deep 
and forty wide.
